The half-yearly meeting of the North China Insurance Com- 

y was held on the 14th April, Mr. F, H. Bell in the chair, 

e following report was presented :— 

The Directors have now to report to the shareholders upon the Com- 
pany's business during the half-year ending 31st December, 1872. After 
a forward from the working’ account Ts. 236,282.37, a balance 
accrued to the credit of the Company of Ts. 594,755.32 on the above 
date, irrespective of the capital paid up, Tls. 300,000. The net premia 
earned, er with interest, &c., amounts to Tls. 496,778.72, which, 
added to the receipts of the preceding six months, gives the satisfactory 
total for the past year of Tls. 991,329.69. The sum of Ts. 218,531.89 
has been paid in adjustment of losses and average claims, including total 
losses per steamers Parnassus and Lahloo, Since the 3lst December, 
further payments in of the underwriting account for 1872 
amount to Tis. 83,170.13. 

Looking to the financial position of the company, the directors are 
enabled to recommend a distribution of a portion of the profits in ac- 
cordance with clause 91 in the deed of settlement. After ee aes 
to date as above, there remains the sum of Tls. 511,585.19, of which it 
‘is considered that Tis. 271,585.19 will be amply sufficient to meet fur- 
ther known or ible claims, and there thus remains for appropriation 
a balance of . 240,000.00 ; it is therefore proposed to declare an 
interim dividend, thus: Tls. 80,000.00 to shareholders generally (equal 
to Tls. 80 per share), Tls. 48,000.00 to shareholders proportionately on 
the net premia contributed, Tls. 112,000.00 being placed to a reserve 
fund for future division,

The Chinese gunboat that went out two weeks ago in search 
of the lorcha Mandarin has returned. On reaching Wenchow 
they heard of such a lorcha having putin to the neighbouring 
port of Sung-men, and sold part of her cargo for $3,900. It was 
said that two foreigners were on board. The boats of the gun- 
boat reached Sung-men with difficulty, where the selling of the 
cargo was corroborated, but it was alleged there were no fo- 
reigners on board, though it was admitted she had e ticles ailing 
letter. The story of those on board her was that they been 
driven by a gale past Shanghai down the coast, and were forced in 
to effect repairs, which also obliged them to raise the sum above 

‘named. eir documents being apparently in order, they effected 
their object without difficulty, and left. Hopes were excited when 
they heard that two foreigners were on board, but closer inquiry 
led to the belief that they were two Chinese dressed up in the 

clothes of the missing Captain Main. It was said the name of the 
lorcha was the Mun-ta-lin-a, evidently the Chinese equivalent of 
Mandarin. She had left, southward bonnd, six days in advance 
of the gunboat. No trace could be obtained of the lorcha or her 
crew from this point onwards, as far as Nam-quan in Fohkien, 
leer its ee of the gunboat refused to go further, on the 
ground that he was getting short of coals. The Consular officers 
on board ur him to run into Foochow.to re-coal, and then 
pass on to Chinchew, which was known to be the native place of 
the lorcha’s crew. But he refused to listen to them, and put 
about for Shanghai. There seems, therefore, only too good 
reason to fear the worst about the missing captain. We have 
since heard that H.M.S. Dwarf has gone out from Foochow in 
search of the missing boat, and we may hope that all that can be 
done will be done to give some good account of her. 

The “ Kwangloong” property in the Hankow-road, lately 
occupied by the Borneo Company, has been put up to auction, 
but was bought in at Tls. 45,000. The last bid made was Ts. 
5,000 under that amount. The steamer Ping On has been knocked 
down at public auction for Tls. 26,500. 

The Japanese ironclad Riozho-kan left our harbour on the 
12th April, en route for Taku. She exchanged salutes with 
ELMS. Cadmus as she went out. 

The Messageries Maritimes steamer Amazone, with the mail of 
Feb. 28, which arrived on the 14th April, made the run from 
Hong Kong in the wonderfully short time of sixty-nine hours. 

The body of Mr. George Cook, late chief officer of the 
Fusiyama, bas been recovered and buried in the Kiukiang 
Cemetery,

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
May ; the French mail, from London March 28, arrived out on 
the 29th April. The following summary of news is from the 
Singapore Daily Times :— 

On the 30th April, when Messrs. Apcar and Co.’s steamer China 
was off Pulo Pisang, fire was discovered in the between — 
about midships, among some bales of compressed cotton stow 
there. The fire spread with great rapidity, igniting the wood- 
work of the deck and the wooden lining of the ship’s sides 
and of the bulk-head of the engine-rooms. The ship's 
steam fire-pumps were got to work as ily as pos- 
sible, hose stretched along the deck, holes cut in the decks and 
water poured down upon the fire. There being no cargo abaft 
the cotton between decks, Captain Gardner directed his efforts 
to prevent the fire working forward among the cargo. The offi- 
cers, crew, and the cabin and deck ngers, among whom were 
some 125 Chinese from Penang, all volunteered, and worked so 
admirably that by their assistance the fire was confined to the 
locality where it was first discovered, and about one o’clock in 
the afternoon it was entirely extinguished. During the progress 
of the fire some seventy or eighty bales of cotton were thrown 
overboard. The damage to the decks and woodwork will detain 
the steamer some eight days here to repair.

ENGLISH NAVAL OFFICERS FOR JAPAN. 

A few weeks ago it was announced that the Japanese Government, 
with the sanction of the Lords of the Admiralty, had offered a certain 
number of English naval officers and seamen lucrative positions in their 
marine. The offer was readily accepted, and a large number came for- 
ward as volunteers for Japan. 

The claims and qualifications of the applicants having been fully con- 
sidered, a complete selection has been made. The officer selected for 
the command of the party is Commander Archibald L. Douglas, and 
the gunnery lieutenant is Lieutenant Jones, at present serving on board 
H.M.S. Royal Adelaide at Devonport. In addition to those officers the 
party consists of one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, two boat- 
swains, two gunners, one carpenter, two chief petty officers, six first- 
class petty officers, ten leading seamen and seamen gunners. There 
were no less than 125 volunteers on board the Excellent, gunnery ship 
at Portsmouth, of whom one chief petty officer, two first-class petty 
officers, five leading seamen, and three seamen gunners were selected. 
Those who have been selected from on board the Cambridge, gunnery 
ship at Devonport, are nearly all petty officers, and include some who 
are now engaged as instructors in that vessel. The Japanese Govern- 
ment have acted with great liberality in this matter, ayd only a few 
days since relieved our Government by adding to the pay of the offi- 
cers and men who are about to enter their service the sum they would 
receive in the English Navy. The salary of the lowest class in the 
party, that of seamen gunners, will be about £180 a year. On their 
arrival in Japan, the officers and men will proceed to the Naval College 
at Tokei, near Yedo, where they will be engaged in instructing the 
Japanese, The period of service is three years. The party will leave 
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Southampton on Thursday, by the P. and O. mail steamer, their pas- 
ing paid by the Japanese Government, as well as a liberal sum 
‘owed for their outfit. 


CHURCH MISSIONS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Meetings are being held in Hampshire in aid of the Church Missionary 
Society. The report, having announced the consecration of Bishop 
Russell to the diocese of North China, says :—“‘ China unfolds at last 
her doors to earnest but prudent Christian effort. Already the society 
numbers there 10,000 converts, many with faith tested by the spoiling 
of goods and hazard of life—men of singular love, earnestness, and 

rayer. Japan is undergoing a marvellous change. Her ambassadors 
have been amongst us. The electric telegraph, railways, lighthouses, 
printing presses, newspapers, are waking up the dormant energies of 
that remarkable people. 50,000 schools are soon to cover the land. 
In these English is to be extensively taught, so that it is a common 
saying in Japan that ‘ in the next generation any Japanese will be able 
to read and write not only his own, but the English language.’ Better 
than all, they are profoundly dissatisfied with heathenism. Their su- 
perstitions have failed them. They seek something better. They are 
at last tolerant. This very week the telegraph flashes to us the news 
that 1,938 native Christians who, some three years ago, were removed 
from their villages in the vicinity of Nagasaki to the extreme points of 
the Empire, have been unconditionally authorised to return to their 
homes. What Christian witnesses these men may be! What a privi- 
lege to us to be allowed to direct this remarkable people, at the great 
national crisis, to those waters of life of which they who drink shall 
never thirst.” 

The Rev. J. Pickford, late missionary in Ceylon, gives a history of the 
progress of missionary work in the island, more especially among the 
Coolies who go to work there from India, afterwards returning to India, 
and disseminating the word of God among their fellow-countrymen in 
various parts. 


A MOVEMENT has been inaugurated on board the Iron Duke, flagship 
of Vice-Admiral C. F. A. Shadwell, C.B., on the China station, which 
might be followed with advantage on board every British man-of-war. 
What is called a Compassionate Fund has been established, its object 
being the relief of the widows, orphans, and friends of deceased ship- 
mates, and of shipmates themselves invalided from the service or off the 
station. The entrance fee and subscriptions are comparatively trifling, 
and the prospects of the club are said to be very cheering. The com- 
mittee, to save trouble and expense, decided to place a sum of money in 
the National Provincial Bank (of England) to meet all claims. Mr. J. 
L. Thorne, superintendent of the Royal Sailors’ Home at Portsmouth, 
has kindly undertaken the duty of settling all claims at home ; anda 
cheque has been forwarded to him to meet present wants. 


Visit oF A JAPANESE OFFICIAL TO LIVERPOOL.—Yasukawa Sigemari, 
a member of the Imperial Council of Japan, visited Liverpool on the 
26th ult., in the course of a special tour of inquiry into English muni- 
cipal institutions and the method of conducting them. The Mayor of 
Liverpool conducted his Excellency to the Police-courta, Free Library 
and Museum, and the St. George’s Hall. The Town-clerk and Mr. P. 
H. Rathbone, brother of the member for Liverpool, afterwards went 
with the Imperial Commissioner to inspect the Sailors’ Home, Custom 
House, Dock Offices, and the great grain warehouses and docks, The 
distinguished visitor afterwards lunched at the Town-hall. 


Ir was announced at a recent meeting of the American Bible Society 
held in New York, that there are new translations and revisions in pro- 
grees of the Arabo-Turkish, Armeno Turkish, Hebrew-Spanish, Azerbi- 
gan-Turkish, Chinese Mandarin, Chinese Colloquial and Japanese ver- 
sions of the Bible.

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THE PAUMBEN CHANNEL. 

A further report respecting the proposed ship canal in Ceylon 
has just been presented to Parliament. The following is a 
résumé of the contents :— 

Sir James Dalrymple Elphinstone, M.P., writing under date 
March 6th, 1872, describes the programme of inspection, 
proved by the late Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson, ho 
socomipanied the expedition in the steamship Serendib, as fol- 

OWS :—

There were three other points where it was supposed that 
practicable passages could Mis found, but these were rejected ; 
we will, therefore, confine our notice to the above-named plans. 

1. The Tonitory scheme was introduced by Mr. Donnan, 
master-attendant of Colombo, who estimated the cost of the 
earthworks in cutting through the Peninsula at £90,000. The 
estimate may not be relied upon exactly, but the plan has been 
supported by such high authorities—among them Sir James 
Hope—that it deserves exhaustive ‘examination. If this site 
were selected, a branch railway from the line now being con- 
structed from Madura to Tuticorin would bring the whole of the 
cotton trade of Tinnevelly to that point, and it would also attract 
the great passenger traffic to Ceylon, which amounted in 1869 to 
86,000 persons, and is annually increasing. The roadstead of 
Tuticorin is a costly, inconvenient, and unsafe place of shipment; 
but there is no doubt that the expense of the works would be 
heavy. : 

2. Mr. Townshend pro to improve the present channel at 
a cost of £1,386,000. The chief objection to this plan is that 
the channel must always be curved. The current will run 
obliquely across the southern part of it, escaping to the westward 
of Pullee Island, and consequently the difficulty and risk to 
large ships would be considerable. The Strait is a mile anda

3. Sir William Denison’s plan possesses advantages on. 

But when Sir William selected 
the site the north-east monsoon was on, and his southern entrance 
would be exposed to the surf of Adam’s Bridge during the south- 
west monsoon, and would therefore be dangerous, if not imprac- 
ticable, unless covered by an extensive and costly breakwater. 
An equally favourable opening om dah however, be made through 
the island further to the westward, where the southern entrance 
would be sheltered by the Cooresuddy and Shingle Islands. This 
would bring the southern entrance to the point contemplated by 
the committee of 1862. The expense of lighthouses would not 
be formidable. The cost of cutting and furnishing the canal 
is estimated at £300,000. The revenue from tolls would, no 
doubt, be considerable, as a ship would save four days in time 
and 720 miles of distance. 

Mr. George Robertson, Harbour Engineer, considers the ex- 
space position of the southern entrance selected by Sir William 

enison a fatal objection. The line he fixed upon is further to 
the westward than either of the others. The survey was conducted 
by Messrs. Stoddart and Robertson, and the section and borings

The 
estimate also includes a lighthouse and a small landing-pier at 
each end of the canal. Taking the total quantity to be excavated 
and dredged, Mr. Robertson’s estimate is 1s, 11d. per cubic yard, 
against 5s, in Mr. Townshend's, 
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The Phenix, always a welcome visitor, presents us this month 
with a number of so much interest as to out-do the average of 
its predecessors. ‘The Monkey and the Crab,” a fable, and 
- Upishitna no Ko,” a Japanese boy who is supposed to be car- 
ried to fairy land, of all creatures in the world, by a tortoise, are 
amusing studies. The “Life of Ogotai Khakan” is spiritedly 
continued by Mr. H. H. Howarth. Dr. Campbell contributes 
a paper full of new information concerning the winds and storms 
in Tibet. Mr. J. O'Neill gives some amusing specimens of 
Japanese sonnets, with translations and notes, for which the 
writer deserves great praise, though we cannot say much for the 
poetical merit of the verses he has unearthed on this occasion— 
a circumstance not difficult of recognition when we are reminded 
that the Japanese, believing the seat of intelligence to be in 
the abdomen, employ such words as “heart,” “belly,” &c., 
where we should rather say “mind” and “head.” Mr. B. H. 
Hodgson commences the republication of a series of papers, 
of special interest just now, on the “ Commerce of Nepaul,” 
enriched with a comparative vocabulary of the languages of Hér 
Sdkyeul and Sif4u. Dr. Martin, president of the Peking Uni- 
versity, contributes a translation of some pretty verses on a fan, 
which have at least the merit of an idea, though a slight one. 
Under the title of “Christianity in Japan” we have an account 
of a little pamphlet, attributed to Dr. Hepburn, and containi 
translations of the Ten Commandments, the Apostles’ Creed, an 
the Lord’s Prayer into the vernacular. Among the reviews the 

_new “Japan Primer,” by Mr. W. E. Griffis, of San Francisco, is 
“well spoken of. “ Education in Japan” is an interesting collec- 
tion of letters addressed by prominent American public men to 
Mr. Arinori Mori, Ex-minister for Japan at Washington. The 
letters, or essays, on education are headed by an introduction by 
Mr. Mori himself. Some striking remarks on Confucianism, 
Buddhism, and Sintoism we subjoin :— 

The different central dogmas of the three creeds are as follows :—The 
Buddhist believes in a future life dependent upon the principle of cause 
and effect. The Confucian, in a present life, guided by the reason of 
humanity. The Sintoos, in a past life, and they live in fear or reverence 
of the memories of the dead. All of these doctrines are now suffering 
8 decline, and are ebbing away before the new lights of science and art, 
which are being introduced from Europe and America, 


Art presents its readers with three capital illustrations, a 
“Young Italian Girl,” from J. T. Schaggeny, a “ Religious Pro- 
cession at Seville,” from Bossuet, and “ ‘The Fairies’ Frolic,” 
Mr. Lawlor. All these subjects are well contrasted, and wi 
find separate sets of admirers, but all arc alike well executed. The 
pictorial attractions of Art remain unabated, but the letter-press 
seems somewhat enervated or curtailed. We would recommend 
the editor to remember that in a work of this kind a good criti- 
oal article is the necessary complement of a fine illustration. 
As Sheridan says, “The number of persons who take the trouble 
to judge for themselves in this world is small indeed.” 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY.—THE DIRECTORS’ 
REPORT. 

The report of the directors of the P. and O. Company, to be 
presented at the meeting on Thureday, has been issued. We 
make the following extracts :— 

The directors are happy to state that, notwithstanding the competi- 
tion in the Suez Canal trade, which has even increased since the date of 
the last report, the company’s revenue has improved in comparison 
with the corresponding period of last year. The proprietors, at the 
same time, must of course be aware that the very high price of fuel, 
labour, and other necessaries for steam navigation, forms a serious draw- 
back to the profits of the company. The financial results, however, of 
the company’s business for the six months ending 31st March last, 
enable the directors, after making the customary provisions for depre- 
ciation and insurance, to recommend the declaration of an interim divi 
dend for the half-year at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of in- 
come-tax. The warrants for this dividend will be payable on and after 
the 24th inst. 

Under the provisions of the deed of settlement, the half-yearly meet- 
ings of the company are held for the sole purpose of receiving a report 
from the directors relative to the operations of the first half of the 
financial year, and of declaring an interim dividend when those ope- 
rations permit ; the accounts are submitted at the annual meetings in 
December. 

Prefixed to the report isa tabular statement of the tonnage, 
horse power, and present stations of the company’s fleet. e 
changes in the list since the last annual report are as follows :— 

The sale of the paddle steamer Nyanza, which was built ex- 
pressly for the Marseilles and Alexandria line, but was not adapted 
for the altered requirements of the service ; and the addition of two 
vessels of 2,500 tons and 400-horse power, which are to be ready in the 
early part of next year. For these ships the tender of Messrs. Gourlay, 
of Dundee, was accepted. Of the vessels referred to as building in the 
last report, the following are now on the active list, viz. :—The Venetia, 
Lombardy and Zambesi.” The Gicalior was safely launched on the 9th 
of the present month, and will be ready for sea in the beginning of 
July, to be followed two months afterwards by the Nizum. 

The Venetia was despatched from London to China direct on the 


15th of March, and made a rapid passage out. She loaded a cargo of. 
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the new Season’s Tcas at Hankow for London, and passed Woosung on 
the 27th ult., being the first of the steamers to get out of the Yang- 
tse. The Lombardy has been placed in the regular Mail Servive, taking 
her turn from Southampton on the 22nd of last month The Zam- 
besi, after a very satisfactory trial on the Clyde, was despatched on 
her first voyage with the mails and passengers on the 29th ult, 
from Southampton. The Malwa and Bokhara have each made 
their first voyage ; the one sailing in February, and the other in 
April, both vessels fully realising the expectations entertained of them. 

e refit of the Ceylon has becn completed, and the vessel, in a thoroughly 
efficient condition, is again on the sea-going list. The directors are 
happy to report that no casualty has attended the navigation of the 
Company's fleet. 

Under the heading of Extraordinary Repairs and Alterations it was 
stated in the last report, that during the current year considerable work 
had to be provided for in the way of new machinery and boilers to several 
vessels specified ; of these, the Mongolia is now laid up to receive 
compound engines and new boilers. 

The Surat is expected to bring a cargo of tea from China, and will 
be immediately put in hand to receive new engines and to be lengthened. 
The Sumatra, Sunda and Malacca are also ordered to England for new 
machinery and extensive alterations for the purpose of increasing their 
capacity. These operations will be followed by similar improvements 
in the case of the Bangalore, Geelong, and Avoca. As stated in the 
last report, the contracts for the foregoing work were made some con- 
sidorable time ago, and by the time these steamers can be placed in the 
hands of the contractors, the engines, boilers, &c., will be in readiness 
to be put on board. 

The directors are happy to state that the Company’s extensive mail 
services, including the new Italian line, continue to be worked satisfao- 
torily ; at the same time the policy of running independent steamers, 
more parte | for cargo purposes, is being steadily pursued. 

The contract for the conveyance of mails between Ceylon and Aus- 
tralia will expire on the 31st December in consequence of different 
postal arrangements being entered into between Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the colonies. The manner in which this important and diffi- 
cult service has been conducted during fourteen years has received the 
highest encomiums from every one of the colonies. Negotiations upon 
the subject of a new contract are now pending. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBure, May 26. 

The Moscow Gazette publishes a letter—professedly from a corre- 
spondent on the Amoor, but which wears a certain semi-official ap- 
pearance —in which the writer, with reference to the now actively 
progressing regeneration of the Chinese Empire, points out the danger 
to which the Amoor territory would be exposed were China to think 
of re-conquering that province. In such a case Russia would not be 
able to do more than offer a very feeble resistance, as its extended 
frontier and absence of fortresses renders it peculiarly liable to a success- 
ful hostile incursion. We ought not to overlook the progres that the 
Chinese have made within the last few years in shipbuilding, nor can 
it create astonishment when one considers what excellent workmen they 
have at their command, and the extraordinary aptitude their artificers 
enjoy for reproducing almost a fac-simile of anything they are required 
to copy; even the Americans, who employ numbers of Chinese in 
assisting to build their steamers at San Francisco, cannot refrain from 
giving them their unqualified meed of praise. Chinese gunboats 
already ply regularly and continuously on the waters of the Yangtaze, 
and if they were to construct ships of war in the upper districts of the 
Sungari, they might in case of hostilities easily descend that river, 
divide the population of the Amoor line into two parte, and entirely cut 
off Russia's communication with her porta and naval arsenals on the 
Pacific. ‘‘ What can Russia,” asks the writer pertinently, “do to op- 
pose such an incursion with her hand‘ul of Cossacks distributed over 
an immense extent of territory, in little military stations.at such a long 
distance apart, that in case of need it would be impossible, even with 
the powerful assistance of the telegraph, to concentrate them on any 
given point till much too late? It would be foolish to flatter ourselves 
that we have nothing to fear on that score from the Chinese, or that 
they have long since forgotton their feelings of regret at the loss of the 
Amoor territory ; on the contrary, the perseverance and constancy they 
now display in endeavouring to re-conquer those provinoes that for- 
merly belonged to the Empire, but have since fallen off, is a visible 
proof that they consider every such logs as only a temporary one, and 
their whole national history tends to confirm this idea in their minds 
with still greater force.” 

The three Scandinavian kingdoms of Denmark, Sweden, and Norwsr, 
have for some time past entertained the very natural and laudable wiah 
for a reform of their currency, the introduction of gold, and on the basis 
of a joint system which would allow the coins of the one kingdom to 
circulate freely in the others, withont loss in the exchange. Commis- 
sioners of the three States were appointed last year to investigate the 
subject, and as the result of their proposals a Bill was introduced into 
each of the three Parliaments to carry them into effect. Sweden and 
Denmark made no difficulty about passing the Bill, but at the last 
moment the Norwegian Storthing refused its consent. The latest in- 
telligence on this subject is that Sweden and Denmark, with the con- 
sent of their respective Parliaments, have signed a convention by which 
they bind themselves to the reform of the currency on th asis already 
agreed to, with permission to Norway to join at a later period, when 
convinced of the benefit of having the same coinage. The unit of 
value is the gold krona, divided into 100 oeres. The gold coins are to 
consist of pieces of 20 and of 10 kronas, and the silver currency 18 
composed of pieces of 2, 1, 4, 3, andJ-10krona. It isa great pity that, 
as Germany is also reforming her currency, the two systems cannot be 
perfectly assimilated and made identical, which would greatly promote 
the intercourse and facilitate the trade between the Scandinavians and 
their powerful southern neighbours, to effect whieh is the object of 
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Norway ; whilst the other two, who are by no means on a friendly foot- 
ing with Germany—especially Denmark, who has not yet got over the 
loss of Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg, as well as also the payment 
of the he&vy war expensesand indemnity—are for that reason disinclined 
to amalgamate the two systems, which are go closely assimilated that 
they might casily have been made identical. Thus cight Scandinavian 
kronas are equal to nine of the new German Reichs-marks, and eighteen 
kronas will be worth a pound sterling, or f.25, which is the value of 
twenty Reichsmarks. There is, however, still time for our northern 
friends to alter their decision, for the law is not to come into operation 
till the coins are all minted and ready for distribution in change for the 

mt coins ; and this will create aconsiderable loss of time, even if 
They had the needful supply of gold in their mints, which they have 
not, but must first purchase it in England, or some other gold markct. 

The German Parliament have not done much business during the 

past week, their sittings having been interrupted by an excursion they 
made on the invitation of the Bundesrath, who accompanied them, to 
inspect the new naval harbour and arsenal of Wilhelmshaven on the 
north sea coast and see fur themselves what ships of war and ironclads 
are in reality. As they must necessarily pass through Bremen, the 
Senate of that city invited them to a banquet in the Exchange, which 
was thankfully accepted, and a number of patriotic and other toasts 
were drunk with great enthusiasm and complimentary speeches made. 
Prince Bismark was not able to be of the party, as he was again suffer- 
ing from a sharp attack of his old enemy—rheumatism in the hip. Dr. 
Simson, the President of the German Parliament, was also prevented by 
indisposition from joining in the excursion, but otherwise both the 
Bundesrath and the Reichstag were numerously represented — that is 
to say, to about 330 together, and some dozen or twenty special reporters 
of the leading organs of the press. The three railways over which they 
travelled from Berlin to Bremen had placed a special train at their dis- 
post, and the Great Steamship Company of the North-German Lloyd 
acted in a similar liberal spirit, and offered the use of one of their 
transatlantic mail steamers to convey the guests from Bremerhaven 
round to Wilhelmshaven by sea. The vessel selected for this service was 
their newest, finest, and largest steamship, the Afosel, and as it was ex- 
clusively reserved for the guests, whilst many others from Bremen and 
other parts were anxious to accompany the Parliamentary visitors, the 
company received so many applications for tickets that they put on two 
more of their largest ocean steamships—the /Zansa and the Baltimore— 
besides which a dozen or so of smaller steamers had been engaged by 
private parties, among whom were a good many ladies ; so that the 
flotilla, all covered with flags and overflowing with bands of music, 
made aj very pretty and imposing appearance. Fortunately the wea- 
ther was fine, the sun shone brightly, and the sea was calm. On enter- 
ing the Jahdebusen they were greeted by a discharge of three torpedoes, 
which, being each londed with ten cwt. of dynamite, sent up three 
beautiful columns of water to a great height. After inspecting the 
arsenal, dockyards, and other works, the ships ‘of war stationed there 
manouvred in the bay, to the great edification of the guests— 
most of whom—especially those from the south of Germany— 
had never seen a ship or the sea before. The procecdings 
of the day terminated by a banquet on board the ironclad 
frigate the Keniy Wilhelm, the largest vessel of the German navy, 
and on the following day the party returned the same way to Berlin. 
I may here add that among the gucsts specially invited for the trip 
was Kamavura, the Vice-Naval Minister of Japan, accompanied by his 
aide-de-camp and an interpreter, who had arrived at Bremen only a 
day or two previously, and had accepted the hospitality of Herr H. H. 
Meier, the President of the North German Lloyd Steam Company. 
It was observed that the Minister examined every part of the ships 
with the most minute attention and the deepest interest. 

The relations between Japan and Italy ap to be on a very close 
and amicable footing. I hear from good authority that the Japanese 
Government are about to establi-h : Consulate in Rome, and that 
ita management is to be confided to the learned Professor Cristoforo 
Negri, who has been appointed by the Italian Government, and already 
received his exequatur as Consul-CGeneral to the North of Germany, with 
his residence at Hamburg.

670/16 do. Imperial. Rice is firm, and the deliverics are satisfactory ; 
no sales of rough reported. Cassia Lignea continues in favour at pre- 
vious rates, and the market is steady. In Pepper no alteration to 
notice. Spelter is firm, but there is at present no demand for the 
article.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
& RorrerDaM, May 28, 
The apprehension that we should be involved in a Ministerial crisis 
has only been partially realised. It is only Mr. de Vries, the Minister 
of the Dopartment of Justice, who has fallen in the defeat of the 
Judicial Reorganisation Bill. Last Saturday—only a few hours after 
the King had returned from his trip through the Northern provinces 
(where, it is said, the people are much disappointed by his hurried de- 
 aigahloaiee de Vries tendered his tion. The Cabinet has thus 
lost a most able member, to whom it be difficult to find a competent 
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successor. Whoever this successor may be, he will not be inclined to 
bring forward another Reorganisation Bill The question remains— 
Will the other Ministers remain in office? It is true that Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte has cume sain et sauf out of the fourth Atchin de- 
bate, although the struggle was very hot. You know already that 
the Minister asked a credit of £.5,607,000 in consequence of the ocour- 
rences in Atchin. Of the sixty-nine members present only one with- 
held his vote, Mr. Storm van s'Gravesande. He voted “No,” not be- 
cause he distrusted the Cabinet, but because he could not agree to the 
proposal of the Government to create an “ Indian Military Brigade” in 
Holland, ready always to be forwarded to Java. The majority of the 
Chamber approved of this project, and thus Mr. Fransen van de Putte 
won the battle, and for the moment there is no likelihood of a vote of 
want of confidence. A good many members grumbled, but they dared 
not refuse the necessary money to continue the war. But still the 
Cabinet is now much as a vessel which has lost her rudder ; it is without 
a leader. Perbaps Mr. van de Putte will assume that post, but many 
think hfs position too critical. Much depends on the turn which affairs 
may take in Atchin. The Government are doing all they can to bring 
the war toa satisfactory conclusion. By every steamer bound for the 
East troops are being despatched ; great quantities of artillery, rifles, 
and ammunition are being shipped, and small gunboats are bei 
built. The Reuter’s telegram, stating that 10,000 Bataks and Atchinese 
were marching on Deli to attack our possessions there, made a painful 
impression. Some doubt of its correctness prevailed, but we have had 
experience that Mr. Reuter’s agent in Singapore is well informed, and is 
generally in advance of the Government's despatches. In yesterday’s 
sitting of the Second Chamber the Minister confirmed the report, and 
sta' that the Governor-General was sending troops to Deli, and 
likewise to Tapanoli, on the west coast of Sumatra. He stated further 
that our troops had planted the Dutch colours at Edi, which is situated 
on Atchinese territory. The Amsterdam section of the International 
Society forwarded an address to the Government protesting against the 
war, as being contrary to the laws of morality and humanity, and urging 
the Government to settle the disputes with the Sultan by arbitration. 

In yesterday's sitting of the Chamber the new treaty with the 
Trading Company was brought forward. I have already told you that 
this treaty has met with much opposition both in and out of the 
Chamber, because its stipulations were considered to bear a too Con- 
servative character, and further because the system of consignment of 
Government produce is maintained for five years longer. After two 
days’ debate, during which all the arguments pro and con were brought 
forward, the treaty was approved of by 59 against 10 votes. 

Some revival of confidence on the Bourse has imparted a stimulus to 
the rally in market values. Not. only have foreign stocks recovered. 
but home funds have improved, in spite of the unsatisfactory news 
from Sumatra, Business has been moderately active, capitalists being 
tempted by the low prices now prevailing. The money market is some- 
what easier, but the rate of discount at the Bank has not been altered. 
The Netherland India Trading Bank notify that Mr. J. J. van Santen, 
hitherto agent of the Bank in Batavia, is appointed head agent, vice Mr, 
N. P. van den Berg, now President of the Java Bank, The manage- 
ment of the Sourabaya Agency will continue in the hands of Mr. A. E. 
Palairet Hooglandt. * 

PRODUCE MARKETS, 

Business transactions have been on 8 very limited scale, and a dull 
feeling prevails for most articles of uce, which may be partly 
ascribed to the tightness of the Moncy Market.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

THE history which we gave in former articles of how 
money votes were obtained, or money, without being voted 
for the purpose, was spent on a Government-house and 
Government steamers at Singapore, shows how little a Go- 
vernor has tofear from the vigilance, and how much less from 
the hostility, of thenon-official members of Council. It shows 
more, for it proves how easy it is to make these gen- 
tlemen figure as the promoters of any extravagance which 
a Governor desires to perpetrate. On almost every occa- 
sion the resolutions or votes for spending the public money 
on those personal hobbies were put into their hands 
to propose and second; and they were thus made to 
appear as if actually offering the money. More cau- 
tion and independence of judgment might, perhaps, have 
been expected from shrewd merchants and men of busi- 
ness ; but would it not have been ungracious on their part 
to show that an official statement was inconsistent with 
truth ; would it not have savoured of unworthy suspicion 
to criticise the terms of a resolution which gave unlimited 
credit, when they had the Governor's verbal assurance that 
he would deal with it as limited to a certain amount ? 

Some other details in the management of Colonial 
finance demand notice. In the official instructions to 
Governors, issued on the recommendation of a Committee 
of the House of Commons, it is expressly forbidden to ask 
for a vote under any such head as “ Unforeseen Charges.” 
A vote so obscure, it is obvious, is easily charged with 
expenditure which a Governor might not like to avow. 
Notwithstanding these instructions, however, the estimates 
for the first three years of Sir H. Orp’s government 
contained a vote for unforeseen charges which was always 
passed without note or comment. It was remarked only 
that the amount was doubled when the Governor took pos- 
session of the new house. How the money was all spent 
there is no official information to show ; but it is generally 
supposed that the illumination of Government-house 
ooald: account for some of it. In 1870 this vote dis- 
appeared from the estimates, but two others made their 
appearance. One was for $1,680 for lighting Government- 
house, which, though passed by the Council, was struck out 
by Lord Kimpertey. The other was for “minor works,” 
and amounted to $5,500. What expenditure might or 
might not be brought under such a head it would be diffi- 
cult to guess ; but if it be true, as has been stated, that the 
keep of an elephant belonging to the Governor was found 
by the Government-house Committee to be charged to some 
such vote as that for “the repair of civil buildings,” or for 
“the manufacture of bricks,” minor works may comprise 
many things undreamt of in the philosophy of the outer 
world. This leads us to other facilities for dealing with Colo- 
nial money. To understand them it is necessary only to 
remember that the treasurer has to honour all demands 
which are sanctioned by the Governor, charging the pay- 
ment to the vote which is indicated to him by the same 
authority. The claim, indeed, ought before payment to be 
submitted to the auditor, whose duty it is to object to any 
improper charge on any vote; but the auditor at Singa- 
pore appears to have renounced all control over the large 
votes for public works, leaving it to the Colonial Engineer 
to charge them at his own discretion. Thus, a Governor's 
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drafts on the Treasury are left to be checked by subordi- 
nates whose prospects in the service depend on the good- 
will of the superior whose acts it is their duty to control. 
How is this machinery likely to work # ¥ 

Some money votes from their very nature leave a wide 
scope to a Governor’s discretion, which no subordinate 
would venture to limit. For instance, when the Duke of 
EDINBURGH visited the Straits in 1869, a considerable 
sum was voted for his entertainment. What might or 
might not be justly chargeable to such a vote must ob- 
viously depend on a Governor's sense of what is honest and 
right. One Governor might think it confined to the ex- 
penses incurred in public preparations and entertainments ; 
another might consider himself justified in throwing on it 
all his own household expenditure while the Royal guest 
was under the roof of Government-house. Quantities of fur- 
niture might properly be brought under it for the Prince’s 
comfort ; and if such articles ought to be resold when they 
had served their purpose, what officer, desirous of concil1- 
ating the Governor, would venture to examine whether the 
things sent to the auction were precisely those which had 
been lately bought ? How the money voted for the Prince’s 
entertainment was spent is not known; for Sir H. Orp’s 
account of it was limited to three lines, showing simply the 
totals spent in each of the three Settlements. All that is 
known is that the Duke of EDINBURGH was only four days 
at Singapore, that the death of a Government officer pre- 
vented a public entertainment, and that the amount ex- 
pended was about $8,000. 

Some range for a discretionary expenditure would seem 
to have been secured by what, from want of an English 
word, it is necessary to call by a foreign term. The reader 
may perhaps remember the trial, about a year ago, of a 
French prefect, M. JANVIER DE LA MOTTE, who, among 
the various financial eccentricities which ara en him to 
grief, had appropriated to the decoration of his nuptial 
chamber a large sum which he set down among the ex- 
penses of firnieh tig a lunatic asylum. This had been done 
by means of what was called by its Imperial inventor, 
a virement—a piece of financial devilry, as an indignant 
French critic called it—which sanctioned the transfer to 
one object of sums destined to some other object. This 
expedient appears to have been not unknown in Singspore. 
More than once, in the debates of the Council, it is asserted 
that if a sum were granted, say, to “ public works” gene- 
rally, although the Council specifically directed that half 
of it should go to one particular work, and half to another, 
the Governor had a right afterwards to redistribute the 
aggregate amount between the two works in whatever pro- 
portion he pleased. It is true Sir H. Orp explained that 
in practice he would do this only on s small scale; but 
who is to judge-of the scale, and what is to be said in de- 
fence of a principle even so tempered? In 1869 upwards 

Jistributed in this manner 
without consulting the Council or obtaining its ratification ; 
and it is clear that the Governor could always encroach on 
some works for aid in favour of others in which he felt a 
more active interest. In practice, no doubt, it may be 
hoped that the bedrooms of a Government-house would not 
be furnished at the expense of the lunatic asylum ; but the 
principle is undistinguishable from the Imperial one which 
the French prefect found so convenient. 

But, without resorting to any such devices as these, it can 
never be difficult for a Colonial Governor, who has no inde- 
pendent local audit to oppose him, to gratify personal wants 
and whims at the public cost, even where the terms of the 
vote are apparently precise and specific. Two or three years 
ago a new and active non-official member, in exclaimi 
against the heavy demand made in the estimates for the re- 
pair of civil buildings, and for roads and bridges, observed 
that those votes must rest on grounds with which he was 
not acquainted, and be intended for requirements respecting 
which there was no evidence. It is to be regretted that 
little has been done to dispel the ignorance which he then 
lamented ; but if the keep of the Governor’s elephant may 
be chai to the public treasury as a repair of civil build- 
ings, what disbursement can be considered as foreign to 
that vote? Not only alterations and additions in the 
structure of Government-house or other Government pro- 
perty, which the Governor deemed conducive to his own 
or to his friends’ comfort, might be charged to it, without 
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troubling the Legislative Council with any discussion as to | and Co., Booksellers, near the Exchange ; and in Venice 


‘the propriety of the outlay. Furniture might be set down 
to the same vote ; even the fuel supplied to the Governor's 
kitchens might take rank as a repair of a building. 

The labour ef the convicts sent to the Straits from India, 
though the property, and valuable property, too, of the 
Colony, is substantially left at the Governor's disposal, 
and the public has little but surmise to guide it as respects 
the manner in which this property has been dealt with. 
A non-official member once moved for a return on the 
subject, but the information supplied was not more instruc- 
tive than that relating to the expenditure of the money 
voted for the Duke of EpinsurcH. There is nothing to 
prevent a Governor from filling his house and stables with 
servants and attendants of every kind without the cost of 
a penny to himself; and he might considerably nurse his 
official salary by this free resort to convict labour. The 
only check to such a course would be in the shape of a 
remonstrance from the Superintendent of Convicts; but 
where is the superintendent to be found who would har- 
bour such a thought for an instant ? 

The reader may now form some general idea of the ex- 
tent to which a Governor’s command over the Treasury of 
his colony goes. There are, no doubt, limits to it, and they 
are to be found in what scrutiny may be given to the ac- 
counts in the Colonial-office, or the Audit-office at home, 
and in the local officials concerned in the financial depart- 
ments, when they happen to be more animated by a sense 
of duty or hatred of wrong, than by the commoner in- 
stincts of self-interest. But can the Home Audit be 
thorough and efficient? Is it possible for the small staff 
of Downing-street to examine minutely everything? Can 
they have the necessary information for the task? And 
how is a school of high-minded officials to be formed under 
a system which places their advancement in life in the 
hands of the man whose acts it is their duty to control ? 
Practically the only check on a Governor's power over 
the Colonial purse is to be found in his personal character 
—in his sense of honour. The fear of detection, at all 
events, is not likely to deter him from abusing the ample 
powers im his hands, for detection is very uncertain. Be- 
sides, a man who is not scrupulous is rarely sensitive, and 
official censure can have but few terrors for such a nature.

THE OVERLAND ROUTE FROM RANGOON TO 
CHINA. 
(SECOND ARTICLE.) 

IT is unnecessary to dwell upon the continued slights and 
delays which Captain SPRYE experienced from the Commis- 
sioners of British Burma, the Government of India, and the 
India-office at home, during the next few years. Abundant 
proofs of the advantage—or rather, the necessity—of com- 
pleting the survey were continually adduced without con- 
tradiction, but nothing was done. In the meantime the 
French Government were not so neglectful. In August, 
1867, Chief Commissioner FYTCHE informed the Govern- 
ment of India officially that the French were endeavouring 
to ascend the Kamboja river from Saigon to Kiang-Hung, 
a place which he described in these terms :—‘ Kiang-Hung 
“reaches eastward to China Proper; and through it runs 
“ the main road for Chinese trade westward through Kiang- 
“ Tung to the Takaw ferry across the Salween, and to the 
“ Burman Shan States west of that river. In fact, the posi- 
“ tion of the town of Kiang-Hung itself is such that it 
“commands the line ot trade from the westward to the 
“southern portion of Yunan, and to China Proper. If the 
“French have succeeded, or should hereafter succeed, in 
“ forestalling us there, they will indeed have reason for con- 
“ gratulation.” Yet six years have been allowed to pass 
since these words were written, and nothing further has been 
accomplished in the enterprise. The memorial states that 
it was “suddenly and secretly” stopped by the India-office. 
Deputations from the Manchester and Liverpool Chambers 
of Commerce, then sent up in consequence of the interest 
taken by those bodies in the completion of the survey, 
elicited an encouraging reply from Lord STANLEY (now 
Earl of DERBY), but an unsatisfactory one from Sir STAF- 
FORD NORTHCOTE, who, as Secretary for India, was mainly 
responsible for authorising the enterprise to be stopped, as 
the memorial represents, in consequence of manifest misre- 
presentations of the Government of India. 

At the same time the exploration of the Bhamo and 
Talifoo routes—miscalled “ direct,” inasmuch as it is longer, 
more difficult, and unsafe—was ordered to be proceeded 
with at an expense of Rs, 23,500. In giving this order the 
Secretary for India overlooked the fact that the nearer cara- 
van route from Esmok in China, through Kiang-Hung, 
Kiung-Tung, and across the Salween, is quite as ancient as 
the route vid Bhamo, and is still in active and peaceful use. 

The Bhamo line was accordingly surveyed by a party, 
including Captain J. M. W1LL1AMs, Captain SLADEN (agent 
of the Chief Commissioner at the Burman capital, as head 
of the undertaking), Mr. THEODORE STEWakrT, of Calcutta, 
Mr. ALEXANDER BowERs, of Rangoon, and Dr. ANDERSON. 
Each of these five gentlemen afterwards published a separate 
report of the expedition, either as Parliamentary Papers or 
otherwise, from which the unsatisfactory result of the at- 
tempt may be summarised in the fact (before alluded to) 
that the party were compelled to return to Bhamo after an 
absence of seven and a-half months, in which period they 
had traversed no more than 130 miles of the mountain route. 

The French Expedition trom Saigon in 1866 ascended the 
Kamboja river in a gunboat to the north-east frontier of the 
Kingdom of Kamboja—restored, under French protection, 
in 1863. On arriving at Muong Lem, or Line, on the 
south-eastern frontier of Burman Shan territory, they 
found the ascent of the river no longer practicable, owing 


to rocks and rapids. They, therefore, proceeded on foot, 
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via Sop-Tong, to Kiang-Tung, Muoung-you, Muoung-Long, 
and Kiang-Hung, reaching Esmok (in China Proper, 2,400 
miles from Shanghai) sixteen months after leaving Saigon. 

The French Government immediately turned their atten- 
tion to amore favourable route—that by the river described in 
French maps as the Souki, but in Chinese maps it is called 
Tachu, above the city of Yuei-Kiang-foo, and Koti-Kiang 
below it, to the Chinese frontier in about 22-20 N.L., from 
which point it flows south-easterly through Tonkin, under 
the name of Souli, or Tonkin river, to the Tonkin Gulf, 
north of the Rok-bok river, near which the English 
anciently had a settlement. The result of this explo- 
ration has been made known in these columns through 
the account of M. L. DE CARNE, who describes the un- 
navigability of the Kamboja as “ fortunate for France, 
“as, though it obliged us to abandon the Meikong 
“ Valley, it threw open a larger field for French com- 
“mercial energies.” Thus the Government of India, by 
stopping Captain SPRYE’s line of survey in 1868, risked 
the loss of the West of China trade by allowing French 
enterprise to draw it to Saigon by the Kamboja river, if it 
had been found navigable ; and by neglecting to complete 
that survey ever since, they are holding out a premium to 
France to take that promising trade from England by 
another stream that is navigable for laden boats from the 
south centre of the province of Yunan, through Tonkin, to 
the sea, where the ports will assuredly he, if they are not 
already, under feeah exclusive control. The many memorials 
of the various Chambers of Commerce—initiated by those 
of Manchester and Liverpool in 1862—show the strong in- 
terest taken in the Rangoon direct route, and the impa- 
tience with which the stoppage of its survey is regarded. 

The recent Embassy from the King of pont is suffi- 
cient to prove that no apprehension of political compli- 
cations checking the development of commerce in his 
dominions need be entertained. His Majesty is not op- 
posed to surveys being made through his territory ; and his 
desire to promote the commerce of the country is shown 
by his proposal to impose only a transit duty of one per 
cent. on imports. The only article he desired, but was 
not permitted by the Indian Government, to exclude was 
opium ; to even the transit of which across his country he 
strongly objected upon religious and moral grounds. 

It is relevant to the present question that the finances 
of British Burma, so far from being in an unsatisfactory 
condition, have for years past yielded a surplus of from 
£300,000 to £570,000, which is annually transmitted to 
the Indian Imperial Exchequer. In the latest published 
return —that for 1870-71 —the total revenue of British 
Burma appears as £1,210,648 ; and of this the surplus 
thus remitted was £571,159. India is slow to show her 
sense of the value of the trade of Burma, and her duty 
to that great dependency. Other European races are rapidly 
outstripping us in perception. Years ago, the Governor of 
the State of Missouri, when urging the extension of rail- 
ways westward, made use of the remarkable words, Our 
rails to the Pacific will be rails to China, Japan, and India ; 
and the truth of the sentiment is recognised throughout all 
the world except Great Britain—whose Ministers seem in- 
different to the disadvantages to which their countrymen 
are exposed by the growing competition to which they are 
subjected. America and California are ever watchful to 
improve their connections in the Far East. Russia is sys- 
tematically bearing down from the Black Sea across all Asia 
to the sea of Japan, increasing her trade at every step. And 
France is now bent on taking the trade of Western China 
from British Burma and the United Kingdom by the 
Tonkin route, north of her present possessions in Cochin 
China, designated as the “ French East Indies,” and recently 
augmented by the annexation of more northern territory. 

In their Appendix the Chambers undeniably make out 
a strong case to prove that they advocate the nearest and 
best road between two points of commerce which it is most 
desirable to connect,—that no difficulties, geographical, 
political, or social, have been shown to obstruct the proposed 
line,—that, on the contrary, the survey of the first half of 
the distance was eminently satisfactory and promising,— 
that no valid reason, or indeed any reason worthy of the 
name, has ever heen assigned for the discontinuance of 
the survey of the route the Chambers adopt,—and that the 
persistent hostility of the Government of India and the 
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neglect of Her MaJEsty’s Government to overrule it on 
behalf of a project fraught with such great commercial im- 
portance, has‘excited a strong feeling of dissatisfactionin 
Manchester, Liverpool, and many other of the chief seats 
of our manufactures and in our commercial ports. 


CONSULAR REPORT ON BORNEO. 
A Blue-book has been issued from the Foreign-office, contain- 
taining the subjoined gi by Consul-General Bulwer on the 
Trade and Commerce of Brunei for the year 1871 :— 


The export trade of Brunei, as, indeed, of the whole coast of Borneo, 
appears to consist almost entirely of the raw produce of the country. 
The produce which is brought to Brunei from the coast or from the in- 
terior includes sago, gutta-percha, edible bird’s-nests, bezoar stones, 
beeswax, camphor, tortoiseshell, trepang, and hides. This trade is 
mostly in the hands of Chinese, who, few in number as they are, form 
the centre of what commercial enterprise exists. Some of the native 
chiefs engage also in trade, and the Sultan derives a part of his small 
revenue from profits obtained by purchasing in a cheap and selling in a 
dear market. 

The imports into the country are, in most part, either British, Ger- 
man, or Chinese manufactures and commodities, which include cottons, 
calico, chintz, grey and white shirtings, flannel, handkerchiefs, silks, 
shawls, scarves, Turkey red rugs, beads, gold and silk thread, umbrellas, 
brass wire, gongs, iron bars and pans, lead, steel, muskets, gunpowder, 
crockery and glass ware, jars, opium, salt, tobacco, tea, sugar, &a. 
Among importations from other countries are mate from Java, sarongs 
from Sumatra and the Malay Peninsula, Siamese gold leaf, Arab ca 
and jackets, copics of the Alcoran, &c. The trade is conducted wi 
Labuan, Singapore, and places on the coast of Borneo. The value of 
exports from Brunei during the year is roughly put at between £40,000 
and £50,000; that of imports into Brunei at £46,000 or £47,000. 

SHIPPING. 

A British barque trades regularly between Singapore and Brunei, by 
way of Labuan. The return of British shipping at the port of Brunei 
during 1871 shows seven vessels entered during the year, with 2,870 
total cargo tonnage, and six vessels cleared, with 2,460 total cargo ton- 
nage. A schooner belonging to the Sultan trades occasiunally between 
Brunei and Singapore ; and a number of trading prahus are in constant 
communication with Labuan and the coast. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Of agriculture there is little except the cultivation of padi, or rice, 
which is the staple food of the people. Even the annual yield of this 
is seldom more than sufficient for the wants of the population, th 
formerly a considerable quantity was brought into Labuan from 
north coast. During the last two or three years the crops in many 
parts have failed, in consequence, it is supposed, of unusual dryness in 
the ‘seasons. 

Tobacco is cultivated, and with success, in certain districta. It is of 
good quality and preferred by the natives to Javanese or any other 
description of tobacco ; but it is not grown in sufficient abundance to 
form an article of export ; though a certain quantity finds its was to 
the Labuan market. Pepper was formerly cultivated extensively, and 
tho nature of the svil in parts is admirably suited to its culture; but 
for many years this has either ceased or been continued on so small a 
scale as to be undeserving of notice. 

Cinnamon alsu was formerly an article of export ; but it was rather 
the produce of the wild than of the cultivated plant. Cotton is grown 
in the interior, but in no greater quantity than is sufficient to suppl 
the families which cultivate it. It has been pronounced to be of excel- 
lent quality. The cocoa-nut tree, the beetel palm, and fruit trees of 
various kinds are also cultivated. 

POPULATION AND INDUSTRIES. 

The population of the town of Brunei is a branch of the Malay race, 
and is estimated to number between 30,000 and 40,000 people. The 
population of the interior and of the coast is an aboriginal, as distin- 
guished from what is commonly called the Malay race. There are va- 
rious tribes, the most prominent being, on the coast, the Badjow and 
the Illanun; in the interior, the Kayan, the Bisayan, the Murut, the 
Idaan, and the Kadyan. All these tribes speak different dialects of an 
aboriginal language. It is impossible to give any estimate of their num- 
bers, but the country is very sparsely inhabited, the prevailing feature 
of the districts which are accessible being primitive jungle, with here 
and there a clearing and asettlement. In the interior the population is 
generally employed in those descriptions of agricultural cultivation 
above-mentioned, and in the collection of jungle produce. The people 
on the coast occupy themselves in fishing and in the collection of sea 
produce ; and they also carry the trade of the coast and that brought 
down from the neighbouring districts to the ports of Brunei and 
Labuan. 

The occupations of the people of Brunei, though they cannot claim 
any superiority in point of smdustetal exertion over the people of the 
coast or the interior, are more varied. A chief article of consumption 
is fish, and a large number of professional fishermen thus secure em- 
ployment and a livelihood. These fishermen constitute a distinct class, 
and inhabit a separate quarter of the town. Different classes also, 
though none so large as that of the fishermen, are created by other in- 
dustrial pursuits. The manufacturers and traders in oil, for instance, 
form a distinct class, and occupy a separate “ kampong,” or qgarter. 
So also the mat makers, the blacksmiths, the workers in brass, the 
workers in gold and silver. Besides these there are manufacturers of 
gold lace, embroidcrers vf gold and silk brucade, weavers of cloth, 
boat-builders, and manufacturers of native arms and implements. 
There is, moreover, 4 gun-foundry where, rude as is the process adopted, 
bronze guns, sometimes most tastefully ornamented, are cast with re- 
markable skill and success. : 

The Chinese merchants possess three sago manufactories, which afford 
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constant employment for Chinese coolie labour. Such are the chief 
industries of Brunei. Nevertheless, the industrial classes form by no 
m4ns the majority of the population, a large proportion of which is 
composed of families living in dependence on those pangerans (or nobles) 
who are the proprietors and chiefs of districts, but who reside for the 
most part in Brunei, deriving an annual income from contributions 
levied on the people of their districts, An absence of all official statis- 
tics, and a necessarily most imperfect acquaintance, hitherto, with the 
country, compel me to limit my first annual report to this slight aketoh.

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 


(MORNING POST.) 

The question of Chinese emigration and immigration is one likely to 

assume more and more importance as colonies are developed, new coun- 
‘¢ziee opened up, and old countries convulsed by labour agitations and 
combinations. It is satisfactory, therefore, to find that the subject is 
not to be overlooked in Parliament. The discussion upon it on Friday 
touched a most important part of the matter. What is known as the 
Coolie traffic is beset with many difficulties and tainted by many atro- 
ities. When the men are too poor to emigrate on their own account, 
it is clear that they can only be engaged under contract to serve for 
certain periods ; but it is equally clear that such a system may readily 
degenerate into a veritable species of slave trade. That is what has 
happened as regards the Coolie traffic from the Portuguese settlement 
of Macao. The Coolies are virtually kidnapped ; and there is no reason 
to believe that the picture drawn by Sir Charles Wingfield of their ill- 
treatment on passage and their condition under servitude in Cuba and 
Peru is overdrawn. On the contrary, it is but too well known 
that the traffic has been a disgrace to our age. No efforts 
ouget, therefore, to be spared to bring the pressure of the 
public opinion of the civilised world to bear upon the Governments 
that allow of such nefarious proceedings under their auspices and flags. 
For it is to be remarked that such proceedings are by no means essen- 
tial concomitants of Chinese emigration. Cvolies from China are taken 
in considerable numbers to several of our own colonies ; and on the 
west coast of the United States the Chinaman is to be found free, 
flourishing, and contented. In Australia and British Columbia we have 
an abundance of Chinese labour. In California and the Pacific States 
of America the Chinaman has occupied so prominent a position as to 
excite the anger and apprehensions of those Americans with whose 
labour and profits they interfere. Now, all this immigration has been 
conducted without any resort to violent, illegal, or revolting means ; 
and where immigration cannot be thus conducted it ought to be sup- 
pressed entirely. But there appears to be no reason why, by fair, open, 
and considerate treatment of the coolies, the required labour might not 
be obtained. Naturally, where the opposite course has been followed, it 
will be a long time ere the confidence upon which the movement can 
alone be properly and firmly based can beestablished. The misdeeds of 
the past will prove a serious hindrance to the establishment of a sound 
system of Coolie emigration in the case of the countries in question. 
Nevertheless, a beginning must be made, and the sooner it is made 
the better. To this end it is desirable that the truth be fully made 
known on the subject. Is it, forinstance, truc that the Portuguese and 
Chinese authorities at Macao are in collusion upon this matter? Sir 
George Balfour alluded to the “ corrupt understanding "’ between them, 
and stated that while this existed it was vain to look for any success in 
preventing the terrible kidnapping at Macao. Here is a distinct accu- 
sation ; no doubt it is capable of either proof or refutation. If it be 
admitted or proved, surely it is not too much to expect, as suggested by 
Sir H. Verney, that our Government should make fitting representa- 
tions on the subject to the Portuguese Government. Primd@ facie, the 
allegation seems to be correct. Chinese officials are notoriously heart- 
less and corrupt. The traffic as described unquestionably exists. No 
efforts to suppress it or to mitigate its horrors have become apparent on 
the part of either the Chinese or Portuguese authorities. We are 
forced to the conclusion that Sir George Balfour's accusation is not even 
highly coloured, and if so the circumstances of the case ought to induce 
the Governments of England and America to use their influence as 
strongly as possible to induce the countries implicated to put an end to 
the abuses of the Coolie traffic. é 

It is far from impossible that the question of Chinese labour may 
have for us in,England an interest and importance quite apart from 
any consideration of the development of our colonies by imported labour. 
We are but too clearly working towards some pronounced crisis in our 
home labour market. Things cannot go on indefinitely as at present. 
Constant demands for increase of wages, dictation to employers, inter- 
ferences with the working of industries, the growing assumption of 
trades’ unionism—these and similar causes must inevitably result in 
some dead-lock, not to be overcome, perhaps, by ordinary means. Why, 
it may well be asked, should not Chinese labour be imported into Eng- 
land itself to remedy the growing evil? The Chinese are a peaceable, 
well-conducted, highly industrious, thrifty people, and excellent artisans 
and workmen. The employers of labour would find a few hundred 
thousand of these hardworking men exceedingly useful at the present 
time. It may be objected that their presence in England would lead to 
disturbances and possibly bloodshed ; for it is to be expected that the 
English workman would be the reverse of agrecable to men who inter- 
fered with the playing of the game that they have so systematically 
entered on. The way in which the non-union men and other black sheep, 
is unionist eyes, are often treated and intimidated is shameful enough ; 
but would not that be mild compared to what they would try to do to 
the despised and hated foreigner? But the Chinaman has made his 
way in countries where the law is not so well enforced as in England ; 
and there is no reason to doubt that English law and institutions would 
be equal to the task of protecting even imported labour. Nor is it to 
Looker ae eae eed a baie iia be found to leave their native 

if well assured, a8 they might of good treatment, of a return 
eventually to their homes, and of liberal pay. In fact, it would seem 
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as if the teeming population of China was destined to supply the labour 
markets of the world with just the force required to preserve the equili- 
brium that is being destroyed. Be that, however, as it may, it is un- 
deniable that competition in labour would be highly desirable in Eng- 
land, and that the Chinese are well qualified for it. The idea may ap- 
pear wild to some, but it has been several times broached, and as yet 
no sufficient reason against its feasibility has been stated. Anyhow, 
there can be no more legitimate and desirable end than to aim at the 
suppression of the Coolie traffic as carried on from Macao.

A discussion of the questions connected with the Coolie trade from 
Macao to Peru, Chili, and Cuba, with all the horrors to which it gives 
rise, again occupied the House of Commons on Friday evening. As 
no division could be taken, according to the forms of the House, on a 
supply night, it may be a matter of doubt whether anything was 
gained by the clear and vigorous statement with which Sir Charles 
Wingfield opened the debate. Neither would it be safe to conclude 
that his efforts to arouse public attention to a great wrong were abor- 
tive, from the fact that all the speakers had to address themnelves to 
empty benches between the hours of 7 and 9 P.M., two attempts being 
meanwhile made to count out the House. The Under-Secretary of 
State for India is often no better off when he presents the Indian 
Budget ; yet no one can question the grave interests involved in every 
financial statement of that portion of the Empire. Nothing but a 
party question, or a domestic issue, seems able to keep together a 
large attendance of members during the dinner hours, or to excite a 
very active interest in Parliament at any other time. But those who 
are interested in the matter may console themeelves with the know- 
ledge that many seemingly sterile discussions leading to nothing, 
many abortive efforts to obtain a patient hearing, or secure even for a 
brief period the ear of the House and public attention outside—have 
marked the progress of a great majority of the causes advocated with 
full success in the end. 

As to the Coolie traffic, and all that was said for and against it in the 
recent debate, there was the uaual prevalence of errors both of fact and 
statement. Old fallacies often exposed were reproduced with scarcely 
an attempt at novelty. Sir C. Wingfield established his case by re- 
ference to documentary evidence beyond question ; namely, that a 
Coolie traffic still continues, of which the sole depot now in the China 
seas is Macao, to the extent of from 15,000 to 20,000 annually exported 
to Chili, Peru, and Cuba, and that this trade is carried on under con- 
ditions of wrong and violence which render its continuance a standing 
reproach to humanity. It begins by kidnapping and every species of 
fraud in Macao—an insignificant little colony held by Portugal. These 
20,000 Chinese subjects are carried off, against the protest of their own 
Government, under foreign flags, to be disposed of in Spanish and 
South American colonies, where they end a miserable existence 
without hope of justice or release. And such are the conditions 
of their embarkation and transport that the most frightful tra- 
gedies are of common occurrence in the transit; while even the 
ordinary mortality of the Coolie ships is so great as to bring back 
to memory all the horrors of the middle passage. These, as Sir 
C. Wingfield showed, were facts beyond dispute; and the ques- 
tion may well be asked, what the Governments of Europe are doing 
to put an end to such iniquities, reduced to a system and persevered 
in year after year. The British Government, it is true, writes despatches 
to the Portuguese remonstrating and condemning, as is our fashion. 
The Portuguese reply in a tone of virtuous indignation, declaring their 
Coolie regulations at Macao to be above reproach, and there the matter 
ends for the time, to begin again to the same air. In the meanwhile 
some 20,000 wretched men are taken from their homes in ships sailing 
under European flags, to be battened down under hatches on the 
passage to Peru or Cuba, and there put up to the highest bidder. China, 
we are cynically told by one of the speakers, does not very much 
miss her subjects, and her Government docs not care about them. 
But if this were as true as it is clearly contrary to evidence, would 
it justify the abuse of foreign flags to inflict slavery upon thousands 
of Chinese men every year? The Chinese Government is not, how- 
ever, a consenting party, as it suits planters and others, who aid and 
abet this traflic for the purpose of supplying slave labour, to assume. 
And if they are powerless to assert their right, as an independent 
nation, to stamp out the haunt of these slave dealers at Macao, it 
is because they believe the Western Powers would espouse the cause 
of the Portuguese, and cither prevent or avenge the adoption of 
preventive measures, As they believe we ourselves made war to force 
an opium trade upon them, so are they convinced that common 
cause would be made against them if they ventured to asscrt their 
national rights against the most nefarivus interests of any one of 
the comity of Western nations. So long as neither Great Britain, the 
United States, nor any other European Power will stand forward, and 
tell the Chinese Government they are at liberty to put an end to this 
violation of all principles of international law and justice, we and all 
other nations must accept the reproach of being parties to the slave 
traffic of those who harbour under the Portuguese flag at Macao. So 
long also it is vain to indite moral condemnations of the trade while we 
refuse to take the one siinple and effective step required to ensure its 
termination. We should, indeed, better consult our own character for 
consistency and justice—what may be left of either in the Chinese na- 
tional mind—Dy silence than by empty protests which mean nothing. 
But of one fact not only the British but every other European nation 
may be perfectly aseured. This traffic in human flesh—as the member 
for Gravesend rightly teemed it—is slavery in every stage of its pro- 
greas, from its inception at Macao and along all the river courses and 
southern coast of China, throughout the passage in tropic seas, and at 
the ports of delivery on the Pacific coast where it meets ite fatal 
term. And another fact remains to be considered which some may 
think yet more important. This kidnapping of Chinese by or on account 
of foreigners overy year in thousands is laying decp in the hearts of 
the whule Chinese nation—counting its milliuns by hundreds—a hatred 
go intense that sooner or later it will sweep out of the country both 
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foreigners and their trade, if nothing be done while it is yet time 
to redress the wrong. Sir Harry Parkes emphatically warned his own 
Government of this danger more than fifteen years ago; and what has 
been done to meet it? Can it for a moment be supposed that if there 
were the will, or any adequate feeling either of the wrong done or the 
danger preparing for foreign life and commerce throughout the Chinese 
coasts, one of the Governments of Europe could not find a way to pre- 
vent the most insignificant of European States, and a still more con- 
temptible colony occupying an islet not three miles in extent, from 
perpetuating a traffic which is at once a menace and a reproach to the 
whole Western world? Suppose it were to take another form, and be 
piracy, not directed against the unfortunate Chinese race but Euro- 
peans ; how many months or weeks would pass before its utter exter- 
mination? Would not six months be a long term for Great Britain 
single-handed to effect the end? Chinese pirates are a bold and reck- 
less race, swarming in the China seas to such a degree that even small 
vessels under European flags have been attacked in two or three in- 
stances. It did not take so long, however, to carry an unfaltering con- 
viction to the minds of the whole predatory population from Korea to 
Hainan, that whatever else they might attempt or do in their calling, 
no vessel under a foreign flag must ever be molested. But piracy 
touches merchants’ pockets and is unfriendly to honest, trade, while 
slavery fills some purses, and when the Chinese supply the victims, 
does not sensibly interfere with European interests, unless it breeds a 
riot or provokes @ massacre,
